WASHINGTON, Dec. 6-^The 
verbatim testimony of the 552 
witnesses before the Warren 
Commission on the assassina-

It’s 
really a weird book, the way 
he was explaining it to me, 
and that struck me kind of 
funny, : 

But he told me that the farm- 
er represented the imperialistic 
world, and the animals were’ 
the workers, symbolizing that 
i they are the socialist people, 
you know, and that eventually 
it will come about that the so- 
cialists will have the imperial- 
ists' working for them, and 
things like that, like these 
animals, these pigs took over 
and they were running the 
whole farm and the farmer was 
working for them.

Q. — Did they know the name) 
of the book ?

Q, — -Do you want to know the 
name of the book?
